lengthy in this respect, the film never 
ceases to be educative about the reasons 
this society is immersed in the Vietnam 
war or attractive in its portrayal of 
Spock's relationship with young listeners. 

Toward the end, there is the most mov- 
ing—from all points of view the best—ren- 
dition of the November °69 ‘‘March 
against Death’’ in Washington that I have 


seen. Climaxing with young faces filing by 
the coffins filling up with placards naming 
the war dead, the film has a very powerful 
overall effect. Always free of sentiment or 
overstatement, it achieves a remarkable 
blending of Dr. Spock’s warm personality 
and deep commitment with a sense of 
ongoing struggle. 

In a period now when the war continues

to take vast tolls in Southeast Asian lives 
under the temporary cover of U.S. propa- 
ganda about withdrawal, groups would be 
well-advised to use this excellent film— 
with the new FOR leaflet, ‘‘The War in 
Vietnam Could End Now, IF..." 
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
